Former sheriff's 
deputy placed - 
under house arrest 
for pot charge

A former Crawford County Sheriff’s 
Deputy arrested for selling marijuana to a 
police informant was placed under house 
arrest Monday rather than serving time in 
jail due to his medical conditions. 

46th Circuit Court Judge Janet M. Allen 
placed William John Bonkowski II] under 
house arrest for 30 days and gave him cred- 
it for two days previously served in jail. 
Allen held an addition 60.days of house 
arrest in abeyance pending the completion 
|. Of.. Bonkowski’ $s one-year probation sen- 
‘| tence. Finally, Allen ordered Bonkowski to 
pay. $1,433 in fines and court costs, 

Bonkowski plead guilty to maintaining a 
drug house in Crawford .County Circuit 
Court in April. The charge is 2 two-year, 
high-court misdemeanor and is treated like 
a felony charge by the Michigan 
Department of Corrections and judicial 
Officials. 
~ In exchange for the plea two counts of 
controlled substance-delivery/manufacture 
-Marijuana were dropped. Those charges 
were four-year felonies.’ 

Last month, Allen said that Bonkowski’s 
sentence would include probable jail time. 
Allen, however, deviated from recommend- 
ed jail time after taking input from James 
Hunt, Bonkowski's defense attorney, and 
Crawford County Prosecutor Trey 
“Everette” Ayers. |

Allen also reviewed let- 


ters from Bonkowski's 
physician, Dr. Fred 
Korneli. 

Allen noted that 


Bonkowski has end stage 
renal disease — secondary 
to polycystic kidney dis- 
ease, a condition he was 
born with which caused 
cysts to form on his kid- 
neys. Both of his kidneys 
have been removed and he 
undergoes dialysis three 
times a week. He also has 
aortic valve disease, which 
forced Bonkowski to 
undergo two heart surgeries 
to replace a valve in his 
heart. 

Alten further said that 
Bonkowski is prescribed 
and authorized to use 17 
different medications. 
Korneli said that 
Bonkowski needed to be 
monitored by someone 
with medical training for 
any side effects, complica- 
tions and drug interactions 
related to taking the med- 
ications, and should be 
evaluated by a physician 


‘for any minor changes in 


his condition. An interrup- 


tion in Bonkowski's dialy- 
sis could result in severe 
medical consequences, 
including death, Also, 
Korneli said that any vari- 
ance in Bonkowski's diet 
and fluid restrictions could 
result in congestive heart 
failure or lethal cardiac ery- 
thema related to his kidney 
disease. Finally, Korneli 
said that Bonkowski's 
immunity is compromised, 
making him prone to infec- 
tions and requiring him to 


be isolated from inmates © 


with infections or cold and 
flu symptoms. 

Ayers said that Scott 
Feldhauser, the Crawford 
County Jail administrator, 
and Crawford County 
Sheriff Kirk Wakefield both 
had concerns about keeping 
Bonkowski in the Crawford 
County Jail due to the lack 
of medical resources. 

“He is too ill to be in a 
jail setting — he really is,” 
Ayers said. “He needs to be 
out where he get the proper 
diet, proper medications 
and be able to go the hospi- 
tal.” 

Hunt said he checked 
with officials at the

Jails. He said the Grand 
Traverse County Jail has a 
part-time nurse and an on- 
call doctor, but could only 
utilize an ambulance ser- 
vice to provide around the 
clock care for Bonkowski. 

“As long as Bill can get 
to his treatments and to his 
medical appointments, I 
think that is the main con- 
cern right now,” Hunt said, 

Bonkowski was atrested 
in February 2008 as part of 
a drug round up conducted 
by the Strike Investigative 
Narcotics Group (STING) 
and Crawford: County 
Sheriffs Deputies with the 
use of an undercover infor- 
mant. 

Hunt stressed that the 
marijuana Bonkowski sold 
was for his own use and 
there were no signs of drug 
paraphernalia, a distribu- 
tion system or other con- 
tacts related to drug traf- 
ficking. 

Hunt said Bonkowski 
was being sympathetic to a 
life-long friend who’ was 
suffering from cancer. He 
added that the friend agreed 
to work with police in 
exchange for a drug dealing 
charge being dropped from 
his record. 

“The only reason he got 
involved in this was 
because he thought his 
friend needed this for his 
medical condition,” Hunt 
said. 

In a prepared statement 
read to Allen, Bonkowski 
apologized to his parents, 
family and friends for the 
anxiety,. ‘embarrassment 
and disappointment he has 
caused them. He also apol- 
ogized to the court for the 
resources spent over the

She did not lose the election for 
the Republicans, but she didn’t 
boost their chances either. 
Then there have been personal 
matters, including family con- 
cerns. Gov. Palin also has been 
beset with a chorus of legal 
actions, questioning her use of 
public funds and other activities as 
governor, which also may have 
weighed on her thinking. 
All in all, it probably looked bet- 
ter to Ms. Palin on the other side of 
the fence for a while.

Fame often is short lived, and 
Ms. Palin’s fame is at a high point, 
which could be translated into 
books, articles, talk shows and 
other avenues which can tum into 
money. . 

Then there are the speeches. 
Sarah Palin is the hottest and in- 
demand Republican speaker right 
now, and the public lecture tour 
also beckons, which can mean dol- 
lars. 

None of this activity would 
stand in the ‘way of presidential 
ambition, if such exists in Ms. 
Palin’s heart, at least in the short 
run. 

But serious presidential plan- 
ning should be started soon for the 
2012 election, and the head. of 
steam the Palin Express might 
enjoy now probably would not last 
until 2016. 

Ms. Palin also could use the 
time — and presumably newly 
acquired resources — to bone up on 
national and international issues 
where many voters found her lack- 
ing during her 2008 campaigning.

George Bush 
to the presidency and then con- 
trolled a variety of White House 
political strings, is one. 

“She (Gov. Palin) marches to the 
beat of her own drum, and it’s 
going to be very interesting to see 
how she pulls this off,’ Mr. Rove 
said on a recent TV interview 
show, calling the resignation a 

“risky strategy.” 

Events of the last 11 months 
have transformed Sarah Palin’s 
life, both public and private. She 
has surprised both her fans and her 
critics in the past, and certainly 
will again in the future.

Flowers are blooming, 
the sun is shining and sum- 
mer is finally here. That 
brightness, however, does- 
n’t diminish the emotional 
distress and struggles that 
many Michigan residents 
are dealing with in the 
midst of this difficult econ- 
omy. 

Economic turmoil can 
cause a whole array of neg- 
ative health effects, both 
physical and mental. 
Everyone deals with eco- 
nomic struggles differently. 
Dealing with these troubles 
can add tremendous stress, 
which increases the risk for 
developing depression, 
substance abuse, anxiety or 
compulsive behaviors such 
as over-eating and -exces- 
sive gambling or spending. 

With the unemployment 
rate in Michigan over 14 
percent, it is understand- 
able for people to have a 
sense of uneasiness... A 
recent poll conducted by 
the American 
Psychological Association 
found that almost half of all 
adults said they are increas- 
ingly stressed about their 
ability to provide for their 
family’s basic needs, In 
fact, about eight out of 10 
adults said that the econo- 
my is a significant cause of 
stress, up from 66 percent 
last year. 


It is important to be 


aware of signs that finan- 


cial issues may be adverse- 
ly affecting your emotional 
or mental well-being. 
These signs can include 
persistent sadness, exces- 
sive anxiety, lack of 
sleep/constant fatigue, 
excessive irritability/anger, 
difficulty staying focused, 
and not being able to func- 
tion well at work, school or 
home. If you or someone 
you know is experiencing 
these symptoms, you are 
not alone! These signs are 
very common reactions to 
increased stress. 

While we cannot change 
what.comes at us, we can 
change the way we react to 
it. Learning to cope is a 
constructive way to deal 
with stressful symptoms. 
Coping techniques include: 
: ¢ Trying to keep things in 
perspective — recognizing 
the positive aspects in life 
can help retain hope for the 
future. 

¢ Strengthening connec- 
tions with family members 
and friends who can pro- 
vide support. .

* Developing new skills 
for employment that can 
provide a means of coping

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and directly addressing 
financial difficulties. 

¢ Taking charge of your 
environment — if you’re 
bothered by media cover- 
age or conversations about 
the current economy, 
change channels, turn the 
page or excuse yourself 
from the conversation. 

Coping techniques may 
ease some stressful symp- 
toms, but some problems 
can seem too overwhelm- 
ing to handle, and that’s 
when it is time to seek 
additional help to get 
through the tough times.

This 
appears One question raised 
by Romans — 9:30,31: 
“30What shall we say then? 
That the Gentiles, which fol- 
lowed not after righteous- 
ness, have attained to right- 
eousness, even the righteous- 
ness which is of faith. 31But 
Israel, which followed after 
the law of righteousness, 
hath not attained to’ the law 
of righteousness.”

The biggest 
thing is with the economy 
being down nationwide and 
in Michigan, we’re very
